BRUSSELS LAWYERS HONOR
JAILED BRUSSELS OFFICIAL

Havre, France. Aug. 8. Lawyers of
Brussels have unanimously elected
Adolpbe Max, the heroic burgomaster
of Brussels, imprisoned by Germans,
as president oX the association,
according- to news received here.

GEN. PARKER IS INFORMED
DEMING "DISTRICT" CLOSED

Deming. X. M , Aug. 8. Brig. Gen.
James Parker, commander of the
